With- 
out entering at this time into any discussion of the causes of 
unemployment, itis sufficient to know that it exists and it is” 
our duty to alleviate this distressing situation so far as it ies 
in our power to do so. 

Many individuals inspired a lofty purpose are giving 
earnest thought to the solution of this’ serious problem. .Vol- 
untary organizations are at work in different parts of the state 


doing what they can to find work for those who desire not 


charity, but crave an opportunity to eat their bread in the sweat 
of their own faces. This is not a problem of charity; philan- 
thropic agencies will always be taxed in caring for the maimed, 


the aged, the sick and the unfortunate. In this class of cases, 


the generosity of our people has not been and will not be ap- 


' pealed to in vain; their benevolence stimulated by acute con- 


ditions can be depended upon to rise to the emergency. But 
it should be clearly understood ‘that. the problem to which I 


am now inviting Hes attention is not one of charity or benevo- | 


lence.. 

I am not now asking for more fiberal contributions. to sup- 
port the bread line but for such legislative action as will tend 
to eliminate the need for charity by aiding in the solution of 
the problem of unemployment. This is a problem of economics 
not of benevolence. It is believed that your prompt and earnest 
consideration of this question will be an inspiration to all and 
will result in at least partial alleviation: of existing conditions. 

I suggest that the free employment agencies be enlarged, 
connected in cooperative plan with local authorities, voluntary 
organizations and individuals and encouraged to more aggres- 


Sive activity so as to find and accelerate.work for those who 


desire an opportunity for honest toil. ~I have in mind not only 
temporary but the development of a permanent system for 
constant, active, aggressive aid in industrial conditions.© In 
every community there is work ,which is being put off until 
Spring; in-‘many instances: this could be as well done now. 
Through co-operation with local. organizations and public- 
spirited individuals the free employment agencies will bring to 
the attention of our citizens the importance of having such

Who shall _ 
say that this thoughtful care for the grief-stricken bird- mother 
and her helpless brood was not a forerunner of that sympathy, 
devotion and tenderness which have endeared Lincoln to the 
world? If he as a boy had robbed birds’ nests and taken delight _ = 
in inflicting pain and suffering on the innocent and defenseless — 

it is safe to say that he as a man would mot have achieved the 
high place he enjoys in a nation’s affections. 

Let our boys and girls be taught that it is weak and cow- 
ardly to inflict suffering upon birds and dumb animals. Let us 
by example teach them that it is manly and womanly to protect — 
the helpless and to love the good, the true and the beautiful. 
The conservation of bird life and the encouragement of tree 
planting is more than mere sentiment — it is fast becoming an 
economic problem of nation-wide importance.

With the rapid growth of the cities, the increasing demands 
of our modern civilization, and the higher cost of living, a new 
interest develops in every department of agriculture ane. relief 
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is sought through scientific farming and a higher productivity 
of the soil. 

In the early history of our State, when our population was 
almost wholly rural and each family produced, in large measure, 
its own food and raiment and shelter, the chief concern was to 
find a market for the surplus produce of the farm. For many 
years after the tide of migration set in from the country to the 
city the foods from the rich soil were so plentiful that the 
dwellers in municipalities were able to supply their needs at 
small expense. 

All this has now changed. Farm products are commanding 
a better price. An increased demand is assured for the future. 
The tiller of the soil may confidently look forward to more 
adequate returns for the fruits of his labor. His occupation 
is attracting more attention. He enjoys in larger measure the 
conveniences and comforts of life. Improved means of com- 
munication bring him into closer contact with the great centers 
of population, the public press and all the agencies of education 
in this new and wonderful century. His vocation has long been 


- recognized as an honorable one and he now exerts a wider in- 
fo} 


fluence than ever before in the affairs of the state and nation. 


The invention of labor-saving machinery has multiplied his 
productive power and the application of modern methods has 
increased the returns from his investment in cash and brawn 
and brain. 

The aggregate population of the United States grows 
steadily. Many have predicted that at the close of the European 
war large numbers of those who survive that tragic struggle 
will come to our shores. Whether this prediction proves true 
or not we may rest assured that the demand for farm products 
will steadily advance and that our fields and orchards and gar- 
dens must be made to produce more abundantly to supply our 
needs. 

Years ago when land was plenty and a large amount of 
the public domain was still open for settlement intensive farm- 
ing was seldom mentioned here in America, but the time is 
coming when it must be practiced and our lands must be made 
to produce in greater abundance. In short. one of the big 
problems of the near future is the problem of the farm. 
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~ The high cost of living, of which formerly we heard little, 
has become a practical and serious question of every day con- 
cern. We cannot reduce that cost by passing resolutions in 
conventions or laws in legislative halls. In some instances legis- 
lation may help but the most practical way to reduce the price 
of food products is to produce them more abundantly. If a 
large portion of our city population could be turned back to our 
farm lands, where their labor is needed and where they would 
at once become, self-supporting, a practical step would thus be 
taken toward the accomplishment of the desired end. : 


An encouraging sign of the times is the increased attention Fe 
that our publicists and educators are giving to agriculture. It — <e 
is now taught in our higher institutions of learning, in the rural ae 
schools and in the public schools of the city as well. Some of 
the results of this educational work’ are already manifest’ As = 
the years pass by and the children now in school grow to man- 
hood and womanhood we shall have a larger interest in rural 
affairs and in- the social welfare of the farming communities 
of the state. 


Because of our common dependence for sustenance from vee, 
the soil and our common interest in the farming community 
which has been and is the great conservative basis upon which © 
our free institutions securely rest, it is altogether fitting that a 
day should be set apart in special recognition of the great 
primal occupation — agriculture. (ae

Careful investigation is convincing to anyone s dhat a large 
percentage of the infant mortality everywhere could be’ pre- 
vented by more adequate knowledge, more adequate attention, 
to the problems of the morning of life. A high infant mortal- 
itv and rate means to the state and to the nation pain and sor- 
row and economic waste that we can and must to a larger 
degree prevent.

Fortunately there is a grow- 
ing recognition of these obligations and a disposition to meet 
them through the enactment and administration of just and hu- 
manitarian oe to lift from the shoulders of the sons of 
toil the burdens that oppress and depress and to equalize among | 
our citizenship the opportunities we claim as the birthright of 
every American. 


In wise recognition of all this, in recent years there have 


been enacted by many states and in some instances by the gen- 


eral government child labor laws, workmen’s compensation 
laws, workshop and factory inspection laws and laws regulating ~ 
the hours of labor and safe-guarding against accidents and oc- 
cupational diseases. 


The removal of our population from the farm and open 
air of the country to the stores, the shops, and the manufactories 
of the-city has created new problems, which must be solved in 
the interest of all who toil and the homes dependent upon them.

ArsBoR Day PROCLAMATION. 


Before civilization disturbed it the Ohio country was blessed 
wonderfully by nature in a symmetrical balance of her forces 
that made at once for the restraint and preservation of life in 
its myriad forms and the treasuring up of the richness of the 
soil, the bounties of which we and our forefathers have enjoyed 
for more than a century. 

This was a beautiful country covered for thé most part by 
forests in whose dales and recesses flowers in profusion bloomed 
unseen and birds poured forth their melodies unheard. The 
nicely balanced forces of nature preserved in proper proportion 
the various forms of plant and bird life; the mighty forests 
deep rooted in the dank eirth prevented destructive erosion 
held thru the hot summer a store of moisture in their decaying 
leaf beds, gently allayed killing droughts and prevented disas- 
trous floods. But civilization laid its conquering hand on this 
wilderness of beauty; the ax of the hardy pioneer laid low the 
monarchs of the forests to make a home for his wife and chil- 
dren ; the frontiersman’s cabin grew into a village and the village 
became a city——and constantly and necessarily the forest 
wealth of the country was depleted and it must be regretfully 
admitted in some cases wasted. 

Thru these changes the ancient balance of nature was 
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destroyed. Forest and underbrush had before acted as a coat- _ 
of-mail against the onslaught’ of storm and flood; now the 
waters rushed unrestrained down the sloping - Rifizides carrying 


with them the soils formed by nature’s patient, age- long effort; 


this process at first enriched the lowlands and rendered com- =” 


paratively sterile the uplands exposed to the fury of the ele- 
ments; hut with the constant denuding of forest areas what was 


at first. transposition has become destruction. The highladde’ 2 E 


are being washed away by recurring freshets and the lower 


areas are swept by disastrous floods, dangerous alike to life and — 
property. So serious has the nature become from this source that 


governments, state and national, are being called upon to legis- 
late for its abatement. With the destruction of our. forests, 
song and insectivorous birds have been decimated and farm 
crops have been injured and sometimes destroyed by insect pests. 


‘Man destroyed the balance of forces in nature which God 
established; it is now man’s duty to aid in restoring that balance 


by restoring a portion of the forest area and encouraging and 
protecting bird-life. 

The prob lem is not sean but economic. In some 
sections of our country the birds have come to the aid of man 
after he has failed in his efforts to exterminate the gypsy moth 
and other insect pests. Economically the state needs more ee 
est trees on our streets and lawns and uncultivated lands: 
needs them for adornment, shade, timber and equitable te 
_ tion of rainfall. More song and insectivorous birds will de- 


light the eye and ear and make easier the work of the farmers ~ 


and gardeners. Our boys and girls will be better thru. closer 
communion with the elevating and refining influence df nature 
—the beauty of bud and leaf and flower. 

The boy or girl who loves birds and is kind to ees Se do- 
mestic animals is not likely to become cruel or, ungenerous with 
associates. Somehow we are all made better by intimate asso~ 
ciation with nature. 

The poetry of forest aisles where twilight lingers appeals 
to us all. We do not forget the leafy sentinels that guarded 
the old home where we lived with father and mother and we 
still hear the robin, early Harbinger of spring, that woke us at 
daybreak. 
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Let us keep alive these sentiments; let us teach our young 
people to love God’s great out-of-doors and to be kind to birds 
and animals. A boy that would rob a bird’s nest or hurt a lost 
dog is Jikely to become a citizen both dishonest and dangerous. 
- Tree-planting is a°good foundation for character building. 
Proper observation of-arbor and bird day is an aid to both. 

To perpetuate the beautiful custom which sets apart a day 
for the consideration of these things and in accordance with the 
laws of the state, therefore, I, Frank B. Willis, Governor of 
Ohio, hereby designate and set apart as ARBOR DAY, April 
7th, 1916, and recommend that it be generally and appropriately’ 
observed throughout the state by civil organizations, the public 
schools and all our educational institutions to the end that we 
may have a more beautiful and prosperous Ohio in which to 
dwell. : : ; . ;

In a year forty thousand workmen are killed outright in- 
this country and two hundred thousand more or less seriously _ 
injured by accidents, only one-third of which are unavoidable. 
No other movement of recent years has been of greater — 
importance than that emphasized by the simple - words, 
“SAFETY FIRST”. So large*a proportion of our people are — 
engaged in actual industrial labor, where their safety from in-~ 
_ jury and death is dependent upon careful protection and watch- | 
fulness over an exceedingly complicated maze of machinery that 
undue importance cannot be attached to the greater movement — 
summed up in the terse words, “ACCIDENT PREVENTION”. > 
We are all our brothers’ keepers today. : . 


The Second Annual Industrial Safety Exposition is to be 
held in Cleveland from January 22nd to January 29th, inclusive, 
1916. One hundred thousand workers and employers have been - 
or will be invited to attend. The event is one of great im- 
portance and significance in this ever widening movement to — 
guard the health, safety and lives of our industrial population. 


This event furnishes the occasion for special emphasis in 
a particular way for an “ACCIDENT PREVENTION.DAY”, = 
in which employers and workmen shall give particular attention — 
to cleaning up and inspecting their plants, thus doing the things 
that will aid in reducing accidents, during the-week of this ex- — 
position and afterwards. No other state has ever observed suchse

PROCLAMATION. 


Agriculture is one of the primitive occupations of man. 
From the dawn of civilization it has beensheld in high esteem. 
The Ancients deified it in Ceres and Pomona. It has been the 
theme of eloquence and song. In America it has grown in 
honor with the passing years. City and country draw their sus- 
tenance from the soil, and the rural home is one of the great 
institutions on which the Republic securely rests. The list of 
farmer boys that have risen to eminence is a long one, and Ohio 
points to a number of them as her most illustrious sons. 

It is not, however, in the eminence of a few who are en- 
gaged in it, but in the prosperity and happiness of the many 
who follow it, that an industry or occupation is to be judged. 
The progress of science and invention has added to the con- 
veniences and comforts of rural life. The isolation of the farm 
is a thing of the past. The telephone, rural mail delivery, inter- 
urban railways, good roads and the automobile are bringing the 
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city and farming communities into closer union, and making the 
natural ,and social advantages and enjoyments of each the 
possession of all. Our urban population, as never before in 
the history of the state, is beginning to appreciate the natural 
beauty and elevating influence of the country, and a- home on 
a farm figures prominently in the dreams of the professional 
men and the artisans of our large cities. : | 

The rural home is the abode, not only of industry and civic 
virtue, but of a fervent and abiding patriotism. Sacred memo- 
ries and affections center in the farm. Truly did Ruskin say: 
“No. scene is continually loved but one. rich by joyful human 
labor, smooth in field, fair in garden, full in orchard’. It is 
therefore, particularly fitting that a day should be ‘set apart at 
this fruitful season of the year, when the harvests are gathered 
in, to celebrate the ennobling virtues of. agriculture and our 
abiding gratitude as a state to those, who till the soil. No other 
industry is more worthy of this recognition. : 

I, Frank B. Willis, Governor of the State of Ohio, hereby 
designate and proclaim November 12, 1915, as Agricultural Day.
